MOVIES ARE seemingly unable to 
entertain adult audiences anymore. 
They cater to children, they provide 


even serious from time to time. But 
once in a while, it is refreshing to 
indulge in a soothing fancy, a cute 
little movie about decent people in 
decent surroundings, acting in a de- 
cent fashion. Nothing profound or 
world-shaking, just fun. It sounds 
simple but it seldom works out prop- 
erly, simplicity always being difficult 
to achieve. 

Therefore, it is easy to understand 
the enthusiasm for a film like Moon- 
siruck, That It is a box-office hit in 
America and a top Oscar contender 
indicates that everybody, from the 
public to the people inside the in- 
dustry, were thirsting for such a 
product, Thank goodness that dircc- 
tor Norman Jewison, for once, has 
just lofe the story alone, guiding his 
actors carefully around Be obvious 
pitfalls. In this kind of romantic 
comedy, actors often tend to be 
comy or just plain silly, but here 
they aren't. So let's praise Moon- 
struck not only for what it is, but 
also for what ὶ isn't. : 

This is the story of Loretta Cas- 
torini, a Brooklyn widow in her late 
thirties who is a bookkeeper and 
lives with her parents. She is a cool, 
composed matron, who has come to 
terms with the first signs of grey in 
her hair and with the prospects of a 
respectable, uneventful ‘future in 
store for the nearly middle-aged 
woman she. fancies heiself to be.

Jazz Madeline L. Kind 


OTHER new immigrants from the 
Soviet Union may step off the plane 
and rush straight to the Western 
Wall, bul Viacheslav Ganelin isn't 
like other immigrants. No sooner 
hau he touched down at Ben-Gurion 
five months ago than he raced from 
the airport to hear some Western 
jazz. 

To be fair, it was the welcoming 
committee of fellow musicians who 
took it into their heads to conduct 
Ganelin straight from the arrivals 
halt to Tel Aviv's Beit Liessin jazz 
club. They simply couldn't wait to 
introduce iocal fans und music mak- 
ers to the most prominent jazz musi- 
cian ever to emigrate from Russia. 

Ganelin, 43, has won top awards 
on both sides of the lron Curtain, 
After copping first prizes at every 
jazz festival in the Soviet Union, the 

janist ted his trio on to similar acco- 
lades in Poland, East Germany and 
other Soviet satellite countries. Af- 
ter that there was no holding him, 
He toured! extensively in the West, 
playing in every European country 
and appcaring at all of the major 
Jazz festivals. 


Two years ago he performed in 18 
cities in the U.S. and Canada. The 
same year, the Jazz Forwn poll 
famed the Ganelin trio the No. 1 
jazz ensemble in Europe, and Slava 
Ganclin himself has repeatedly won 
lop spots in ihe magazine's annual 
keyboard and composition 
Categories. oe 
. Meanwhile, his recordings on 
Britain's Leo label have won numer- 
ous accolades. His 1981 album, 
Strictly for Our Friends, for exam- 
ple, carned a maximum five-star rat- 
‘Ing and a rave review from Down

His five months in the’ country 
have largely supported his friends’ 
contentions.

sicians. The level of playing isn’t 
necessarily top-class, but there is a 
lot of professionalism here, and 
what I've heard of the young Israeli 
jazz musicians is encouragi 
In addition to listening, 
has had a few opportunities to get 
back to the piano himself. Two 
weeks after his arrival in the coun- 
try, he participated in the Eilat mu- 
sie festival, where he says a French 
tourist was so surprised and delight- 
ed to see Slava Ganelin in Israel that 
ractically threw her arms 
me and kissed me.”

It was with the tight rhythmic con- 
figuration of the trio that Ganelin 
first came to prominence in the 
USSR. Born in a small town outside 
of Moscow, Ganelin was six when 
his “totally non-musical family" 
moved to Vilnius, Lithuania. By 
that time he had already been play- 
ing piano for two years “and already 
loving improvisation." His formal 
studies were at the Vilnius Music 
Conservatory, where he graduated 
in 1968 with majors in composition 
and theory. But long before that, he 
was already deeply ensnared in the 
evils. of jazz. 

“I heard my first jazz, or what 
then passed for jazz in the Soviet 
Union, when I was-barely into m 
teens," he recafled. “Some yout 
clubs started hosting big band musi- 
cians from Czechoslovakia, dance 
band musicians from Poland. You 
couldn't buy any jazz records back 
then, but 1 met people who occa- 
sionally got records from relatives in 
America -- Charlie Parker, Dave 
Brubeck. 

“Each time I'd hear a new record, 
I'd ask: ‘Is that Jazz, too?’ Then I'd 
work it out on my piano. [ remem- 
ber thinking: ‘This Charlie Parker, 
he’s 80 incredibly complicated'!” 

Ganelin and his frends would 
supplement their educations by tap- 
ing Willis Conover's jazz pro- 
grammes beamed over the Voice of 
America. But it wasn’t until he was 
well into his 20s that Ganelin got to 
hear a real live American jazz musi- 
cian in the flesh, 

“That was when Keith Jarrett 
toured the Soviet Union,” Ganelin 


smiled, savouring the memory. “I - 


think he's the planist who has most 
inspired me.” 

γ age 16 Ganelin was perform- 
ing. Working with sax-drum or bass- 
drum combos, he soon developed 
what he calls his “polystytistic Hee 

the 


cool, bop, free and Third Stream 
schools. Within two years, Ganelin 
was invited to participate in the first 
jazz festival ever held in the Soviet 
Union, and walked away with top 
honours. 

In the ensuing years his reputa- 
tion grew and his travels became 
more extensive. The Soviet state re~ 
cording industry issued Ganelin al- 
bums in pressings of 100,000 that 
promptly sofd out. Soon Ganelin be- 
came the most prominent Soviet 
jazz ambassador to the West. 

Not that Ganelin’s formal training 
went to waste. After completing his 
studies at the conservatory, Ganelin 
became musical director of the Vil- 
nius Theatre, a position he held 
right up until he moved to Israel. In 
addition to composing jazz he per- 
forms only his own compositions - 
Ganelin has also written orchestral 
picces, ballet music, concerti, sona- 
tas, a rock opera and the scores for 
some 30 films. 

Slava was always extremely 
busy," observed his wife Julia, a 
teacher with an excellent command 
of English who translated for her 
husband during our interview. “He 
was enormously successful, and | 
must say we never lacked for any- 
thing in the Soviet Union. We'd 
been hoping for years to get to Isra- 
el, especially since all my family is 
here now. I only hope Israel offers 
enough opportunities for him." 

Ganelin has no i}jusions about 
making a living from jazz in this 
country, but he is determined to 
make jazz. A loca! academy has al- 
ready offered him a teaching posi- 
tion for the coming year, and he has 
gigs lined up this spring in England, 
‘West Germany and Holland. 

“So between this and that,” he 
shrugged, “I expect we'll make out. 
I'm flexible. I can do a lot of things. 
I've written a lot of music, and 1 
have.a fot more inside me. Once | 
can communicate in Hebrew,” he 
added, “‘I think I'll be able to com- 
municate my musical ideas.” 0

THE PASSING of Memphis 
Slim the other day at age 73 
strongly suggests if not the end of 
a musical era, then at least the 
end of our chance to witness in 
the flesh the legendary masters 
of classic American blues. 
With his death, the singer, pia- 
nist and composer passes into 
with that select fraternit 
of artists with whom he learned, 
layed and recorded: Big Bill 
Blind Lemon Jeffer- 
son, Sam Lightnin’ Hopkins, 
John Lee Hooker, T-Bone 
Walker, Sonny Boy Williamson, 
and Muddy Waters (the Sast 
named was born, like Memphis 
Slim, in 1915 and died just a few

international acclaim for their 
unique brand of music. 

Born Peter Chatman in the 
city that gave him his nickname, 


Memphis Slim began performing - 


as a teenager. He first came to 
prominence after moving to Chi- 
cago and becoming Broonzy’s pi- 
anist. He was recording by i940, 
and fans especially treasure his 
early work, such as “Beer Drink- 
ing Woman" and “Grinder Man 
Blues.” His “Every Day I Have 
the Biues” became a standard 
after it was recorded by Joe Wil- 
llams and the Count Basie 
Orchestra. 

By 1959 Memphis Slim was ap- 
pearing at such venues as New 
York's Carnegie Hall and the 
Newport Jazz Festival, Two 
years later, he joined that exodus 
of black jazzmen fed up with fa- 
cism in the American recording 
and night club industries, and 
moved to Paris. With that city as 
his base, Memphis Slim proceed- 
ed to earn his livelihood by tour- 
ing Europe, recording in a num- 
ber of countries, and returning to 
the U.S. only for the occasional 


gig. 

Being based in Europe al- 
lowed Memphis Slim to fre- 
quently include {srael on his 
tours. Although he could rock it 
when the mood was on him, Slim 
was mostly comfortable wrap- 
ping his warm whiskey-and-ciga- 
rettes voice around a poignant 
lyric built on a basic }2-measure 
blues structure. His piano was 
neither flash nor funky, but was 
marked by clearly defined melo- 
= and occasional barrelhouse 

5, 

In short, Memphis Slim was 
one of the last exemplars of au- 
thentic blues and as such, he will 


be missed. ΜΚ.

PERFORMANCES BY a Renais- 
sance duo, new Isracli works, pieces 
by little-known contemporary com- 
posers from other countries and In- 
donesian music are among the treats 
in store for the ‘Days of Music and 
Nature” event to be held in the 
Western Galilee on April 4-6.

says Wiesel,

DO YOU REMEMBER when you 
were a youngster und owned a little 
medallion which had “IO Ε Ὁ ™ on 
one side and "1. ΝΥ U" on the 
other, and when you spun it, it 
spelled out “I Love You''? Well, the 
official name for this disc is a thau- 
matrop; and, far from being a child- 
ish gimmick, if is -- in an apposite 
application of the same principle -- 
an official forerunner of the motion 
picture. 

“The eye is essentially sluggish, 
and can be fooled into thinking that 
still images, scen sequentially, are 
really in movement," claimed Ger- 
man experimental filmmaker Wer- 
ner Nekes, who was explaining his 
film, Wes geschah wirklich zwischen 
den Bildern (What Really Elap- 
pened Between the Images) at the 
Jerusalem Cinematheque. 

“All film can be reduced (o creat- 
ing in the mind of the spectator the 
illusion of movement. The ingredi- 
ents necessary to complete this de- 
ue are light and perspective. lt 
is busically the manipulation and in- 
teruction of colour and depth that 
gives believabilty to the image.” 

Consequently, Nekes catls his ap- 
proach: to film “light-crature™ to ce- 
thind us that control of the lighting 
techniques, be it candlelight or la- 
ser, was and is the principal factor in 
image-making. 

“My film is essentially a docu- 
mentary about the preliistary of 


film. It is a study of all of th εἰ ting - 


nnd perspective devices which had 
been in use since the Renaissance, 
and which can be credited with con- 
tributing to the devclopment of the 
cinematic image,’ continued the 
* well-known director who was re- 
cently at the Jerusalem, Tel-Aviv 
and Haifa Cinematheques as a guest 
of the Goethe Institute. 

Nekes, who narrates the film, dis- 
cusses the many different inventions 
which have served as dita pes for 
the motion picture. These include:

diences want to see the chronologi-

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“They are willing to put up with all 
sorts of surprises, twists and flash- 
backs, so long as the story line is 
comprehensible. But as soon as the 
filmmaker begins to suggest new 
ways of seeing, new uses of light or 
after-images, or hidden images, the 
audience gets edgy.” 

The audience also gets edgy when 
it feels that the director is having a 
laugh at its expense. Experimental 
films do not bring immediate plea- 
sure — they are often an acquired 
taste. Many times, the message of a 
film does not make itself clearly felt 
until! enough time has elapsed for 
the viewer to reflect on what he has 


For example, one 10-minute film 
by Nekes had as its ostensible sub- 
ject people lying about, reclining ta- 
zily, stepping over one another, but 
doing absolutely nothing. This scene 
was projected triangularly in the up- 
per half of the screen with a similar 
triangular shape showing the same 
subject upside down in the lower 
half of the screen. These two trian- 
gles met each other so as to form an 
angular figure-eight. This image was 
complemented by a voice-over re- 
peatedly counting from one to four. 

When it became obvious that this 
was to be the content of the entire 
film, the audience indeed became 
fidgety and bored. Only later did [ 
understand the director's message ~ 
namely, that life itself is boring, that 
people are quite content to do noth- 
ing, and that the two triangular 
shapes formed a sort of hourglass 
motif to stress the point that ime --᾿ 
the counting from one to four - 
passes remorselessly, The irony is 
that the audience must experience 
the monotony in order to “get the 
message.” ὁ 

A second film, about Tarzan and 
his milieu, simulated a motion pic 
ture made in the infancy of the 
genre, complete with grainy film 
texture and over-exposed lighting. 
At one point, the sound went off, 
and at another, the screen went 
blank. Were we to think that this 
was intentional or simply a problem 
with the projector? 

If the director goes beyond a cer- 
tain point in the manipulation of his 
viewers, he will lose their trust. A 
successful avant-garde director will 
understand where these limits are. 

“T always take my audience's sen- 
sibilities into consideration, but this 
must be weighed against my own 


vision,” Nekes claimed. “After all," 


the experimental techniques of.to- 
day will probably be commonplace 
tomorrow.”

EXPERIMENTAL postwar Euro- 
pean theatre was divided into two 
camps. In the first, the leftist, the 
key to man’s soul - as Kenneth 
Tynan, the renowned British drama 
critic had it — lay in his social and 
political environment. In the second, 
the Theatre of the Absurd, the key 
to man’s social and political environ- 
ment lay in his soul. While the latter 
was dominated by Ionesco, Genet 
and Beckett, the former was led by 
Brecht and Sartre. 

It was Sartre who with Albert Ca- 
mus gave us Existentialist Theatre. 
His philosophy, that differentiated 
existence from essence — man's 
awareness of what he is now — postu- 
lated the principle of selfhood based 
on freedom of choice. It expressed 
itself in terms of discursive theatre, 
8 quasi-literary mode that, in con- 
trast to the Theatre of the Absurd, 
was essentially dependent on words, 


NO ONE DISPUTES that Sartre 
was a writer engagé, a totally com- 
mitted artist with a tendency to mor- 
al propaganda and the didactic dra- 
ma of jdeas. “The proselyting 
playwright,” he was sometimes 
called. “‘Who am 1?” the essential 
existentialist question regarding

Even if the content of Sartre's 
proposition has some bearing on our 
present national predicament, the 
style and stagecraft, the morbidly- 
reconstructed retrospects and fash- 
backs, belong to a period of play- 
writing that has not weathered well, 

The relentless probing of man's 
immortal soul, argued in drawn-out, 
interminable and often trying mono- 
logues, is a presentation that on to- 
day's stoge suffers from the absence 
of concrete images.

The 
hors-d’ocuvre was original, deli- 
cious and ample. It is exactly the 
sort of dish that I would like to try at 
home, : 

My companion opened her meal 
with a bowl of tentil soup, a dish that 
1 would have been wary of ordering 
for fear that it would taste like every 
other lentil soup. This was not the 
case at all. The soup, served piping 
hot, had a tomato base and was 
heavily seasoned with herbs. I think 
1 could discern oregano and bay 
leaf. 

For siy main course, I tried the 
shrimp pilaf, in which the seafood, 
lightly braised in a heavily seasoned 
tomato sauce, was served on a bed 
of rice. As in many of the items, the 
flavour of oregano was predoni- 
nant. The braised vegetables were

excellent, but the underdone roast 
new potatoes constituted the only 
lapse in an otherwise wonderful 
meal. 

My companion's souvlaki might 
have been mistaken on sight for 
shishtik. But once in the mouth, the 
seasoning for these tender morsels 
of lamb made the dish unique. As 
with everything else, the serving was 
most ample. 

For dessert, we shared a fruit sal- 
ad, heavily laced with Benedictine, 
and an order of superior baklava. 
The Turkish — whoops, excuse me, 
Greek — coffee was fine. The restau- 
rant offers no retzina, that distine- 
tive Greek wine that tourists say 
tastes like turpentine, but does have 
a fair range of Latrun wines, as well 
as several brands of local and im- 
ported beer. We had my favourite, 
Goldstar. 

The bill for the two of us, includ- 
ing three bottles of beer, came to 
NIS 69. 1 felt it was a very fair price 
for a very good meal.

AS A MEMBER OF THE Hagana, 
Mordechai Gur grew up with a 
stick in his hand and never fired a 
bullet: Me didn’t have a gun. 
“Now, 40 years later,” he com- 
ments, “our soldiers again have 
sticks in their hands.” 

Gur, now an MK, was one of 
five chiefs of general staff who 
got together last week for a re- 
coring session al Israel Radio’s 
Jerusalem stuclios. Also on hand 
were Yitzhak Rabin, Hain Bar- 
Lev, Raphael Ean and current 
chief Dan Shoinron, Of the 13 
men who have held the top army 
position, six huve died. Alt seven 
survivors were invited to partici- 
pale in the programme, which 
will be broadcast on Network 
Two tomorrow at 13.00, but 
Moshe Levy is studying abroad, 
and Zvi Tsur rafused to come. 

With the exception of Bar-Lev, 
all those praesent in the studio 
wera native Israelis. With the ex- 
ception of Shomron, who was a 
10-year-old tibbutznik at the time, 
all were veterans of the War of 
independence. 

Anchorman Shalom Kital set 
the ball in motion by asking each 
of his studio quests where they 
had been during tho War of Liber- 
ation. He was quickly corrected 
by Rabin who said, “We didn't 
have a war of liberation. We hada 
war of independence.” 

On the day the state was de- 
clared, Bar-Lev was in the Negav, 
commanding the 8th battalion of 
the Palmah which was angayed 
in battla against the Egyptians. 
Gur was the head of ἃ jeep divi- 
sion in the 9th battalian; Rabin 
headed the Har-E! Srigada which 
was detondiny tha access to Joru- 
salam: and Eitan was seriously 
wounded and being treatad in 
Talbieb hospital. 

Shomron recatled that he used 
to stand on why tower at Kibbutz 
Ashdod Ya'acov and try to call

ion, Bar-Lev stated, of all the wars 
in which Israel was involved, the 
only one in which she fought for 
her survival was the War of Inde- 
pendence. Never thereafter, he 
stressed, was there a greater dif- 
ference between the means avail- 
able to Israel and those of her 
foes: "We stood against five ar- 
mies with tanks and artillery - 
and we had hardly any military 
equipment at all.” 

All five chiefs discounted ru- 
mours and allegations of a cur- 
rent loss of morale and motiva- 
tion in the IDF. These have baen 
recurrent thames in every gener- 
ation, thay agreed, Rabin adding 
that there is also a tendency to 
ideatize the qualities of “old 
warriors.” 

Other than Shomron, who re- 
fused to speculate on his future, 
all the chiefs of general staff gath- 
ered at {srael Radio had, in their 
careers, ventured out of the army 
and into politics, though Rabin 
served as a diplomat before he 
became a politician. 

A long career in the army pre- 
pares officers for civilian careers 
in public service, industry or aca- 
demia, noted Bar-Lev. When he 
was minister of industry, he re- 
called, all the captains of industry 
were his former army buddies 
who, without exception, had 
been high-ranking officers. 

Between them, the five chiefs 
hod spent well over a century in 
the IDF, with Eitan serving the 
longest lime: 37 years. Gur and 
Shomron each sarved 30 years, 
although by the time he’s 
through, the fatter will have pean 
in the army almost as long as 
Eitan. Bur-Ley served for 29% 
yours; Rubin for 27. 

Som of the old “war horses” 
now in the reyerves are itching to 
serve in the occupied territories, 
according to Rabin, who nated 
that both he and Shomrom are 
Téce. ving numerous letters and

TEL AVIV - It's 4.15 p.m. and time for the chief butler to massage some 
egos vin telephone. “Good afternoon, this is your butler calling. [ under- 
stand you'll be checking out tomorro “ He nods. “Have you had an 
enjoyible stay with us?" More nods there anything I can do in the 
morning to make your departure easier?" Pause. “I hope to see you again 
soon.” 

Now it's the turn of the butler-in-training. He dials the number of a room 
in the King David Wing of the Tel Aviv Dan and gives an approximate 
repeat of the chief butler's statement. “That was gdod,” says Nigel Ste- 
phens, the chief butler. 

The chances of finding a butler in Israel, even one attached to the luxury 
wing of five-star hotel, once would have been as likely as tracking down ἃ 
pork chop in Mecca. Though Israel’s rough-hewn image lingers, many 
tourists want a civilized retreat from the blaring car horns and the cries of 
“Rega! Regal” on Tel Aviv streets. That's what Stephens tries to provide. 

«T love it all,” says the 21-year-old Englishman. “T think it's brilliant. I'd 
love to stay in a hotel with this kind of service. You get up in the morning 
and your throat is dry. so you pick up a phone and ask for a cup of tea. Ten 
minutes later it's there.” The key, he said, is “pampering the guests. 

Asa child in Sussex, Stephens didn’t set his sights on becoming ἃ butler. 
In fact, he stumbled into the job three months ago when he answered an 
advertisement he saw while he was here on holiday. Still, he maintains that 
his British upbringing helped prepare him for the role. “Anyone who's 
English is familiar with the culture.

PIERRE ALECHINSKY (Ὁ. Brus- 
sel, 1927) is a s-hased artist of 
international stuture who briefly 
held centre-stage, some 40 years 
ago, as one of the prime movers in 
the short-lived experimental Cobra 
movement (1949-1951). The group 
(whose name derived from the int- 
tials of the cities from which the 
participating writers and artists 
hailed: Copenhagen, Brussels and 
Anisterdam) opposed both “intel- 
lectual™ and “message” art, advo- 
eating instead colourful spontanc- 
ous painting which combined 
fantasy forms with expressive 
abstraction. 

The 60 Alecchinsky prints on dis- 
play, recently donated to the Tefen 


Museum by the artist, are examples‘ 


from his formidable repertoire in 
lithography and etching, techniques 
he perfected in Paris after the Cobra

group officially disbanded, when he 
was wcstudert in layter's prestipiuis 
Studio 17. 

Alechinsky’s mature works. as 
can be seen here, retain the Cobra 
love of rich, boldly juxtaposed col- 
ours. These are harmonivusly com- 
bined with his penchant for jungle- 
like patterns composed of simul 
semi-abstract shupes, within which 
one can occasionally discern a face 
or some genial monster whose ap- 
pearance (quite different from the 
fearsume creatures devised by 
Flemish artists Bosch and Ensor) 
probably derive from Nordic 
mythology.

UTILIZING MODERNIST man- 
nerisms of the 1980s (learned in part 
from his teachers, the late Philip 
Guston and Mercedes Matter nt the 
New York School of Painting), Mi- 
chael Kovner’s expansive landscapes 
alsu emulate the patient and precise 
observational painting prescribed by 
Van Eyck and other Flemish mas- 
ters of the 15th century.

THE BEEKEEPER ~ A pueli¢ descrip- 
tion of inid-life crisis.

Greek director Thea Anghelopoulos had

THE BEAUTY OF SIN = Peasant couple 
from the hills encounter decadence and 
corruption in a tourist resort on the 
Heach. This Yugoslav attempt to deal 
with the culture clash is clumsy and 
obvious, impussible tw take seriously. 
Director Zivko Nikolic won't be remem- 
bered fur this effort and nor will his cast. 


BLACK EYES - Handsome, colourful, 
sweeping and highly enjoyable 19th- 
century Chekhovian romance between 
Tealian woman chaser and Russian lady 
with w little dog, spans the entire conti- 
nent, features remarkable performances 
by Marcello Mastroianni, Elena Sofonu- 
va and Silvana Mangano, and gloriously 
sympathetic direction by Nikita Mikhal- 
kov. The kind of picture most everyone 
will enjoy. 


CAN'T BUY MELOVE- Another one of 
those mindless teen-age romances insult- 
ing the intelligence of anyone chancing 
upon it. Model kid Ronaid Miller, with 
high grades but no social status or sex 
appeal, buys the company of class queen 
Cindy Mancini for a month and becomes 
ahit with the hip. Good contender for the 
Siltlest Film of the Year in any year. 
Director Steve Rash is a long way off The

CHILDREN OF A LESSER GOD - In-

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THE SON OF former Hagana na- 
tional command head and Israel 
Communist Party leader Moshe, 
Sach has been a minor and then a 
minor-major figure at the centre of 
major events for over a decade.

He did his conscript ser- 
vice in Nahal in 1962-64 and joined 
the regular army in 1972 as a medi- 
cal officer, Unusually far a medical 
officer, he wok a number of IDF 
command courses -- for company, 
battalion and brigade OCs - and 
until 1985 held n variety of com- 
mand positions, including ove in 
what he calls “an elite unit.” 


SNEH, WHO CLEAREY has a 
pragmatic, perhaps even liberal, at- 
titude to Arabs, the canflict and the 
occupation, lias deeply embedded 
military mannerisms.

“It is truc that some limitations 
were placed on the development of 
local industry by the Industry and 
Trade Ministry, headed by Ariel 
Sharon, but generally the Civil Ad- 
ministration conducted a quite liber- 
al policy regarding the economy, 
and 1 don't think that this under- 
development of industry was a di- 
reet factor in the outbreak.” 

He denies the charge that Israel 
has taken out of the territories, in 
taxes, far more than it has put in. 

“Not truc. All the taxes collected 
by the Civil Administration were 
funneled back into the territories 
and used «vclusively to finunce ser- 
vives for the Arab population -- and 
not the setilers. Only two taxes re- 
niin that an lected by Israel and 
are not channelled back to the terri- 
tories τὸ personal income tax of West 
Kank and Gaza workers employed 
in Isracd and VAT on fuel sald in 
West Bank and Gazi petrol 
stations. 

“So far, the Treasury has refused 
to hand over to the Defence Minis- 
try, for the Civil Administration, the 
$23 million annually which is at is- 
sue. | suggested that this money be 
used to fund special projects in the 
refugee cumps. But the Treasury has 
blocked this." 


SNEI{ BELIEVES that the uprising 
wus “spontaneous, and is led by lo- 
cal grass-roots leadership. This lead- 
ership, though PLO-oriented, is not 
identical with the established lead- 
ership of the PLO outside the 
territories.” 

Doesn't he fear that the uprising 
will result in the collapse of the Civil 
Administration? He answers 
obliquely: 

“Announcement No.9 of the up- 
rising's leadership called for the 
mass resignation of the employees 
of the Civit Administration. 1 think 
that the PLO doesn’t care what hap- 
pens to the West Bankers and Ga- 
zans. The meaning of such a call is 


anarchy and tremendous suffering © 


only for the Palestinians themselves. 

“It is very cynical, and very typi- 
cal of the PLO's policies. I think the 
Palestinians in the territories, at 
least most of them, understand this. 
Their perception of being employ- 
ees of the Civil Administration is 
that they are serving their communi- 
ties, not one of collaboration with 
the occupation. I hope they will be 
oat enough not to obey this 
call."

NOW WE MOVE northwards and 
to the past, to the Lebanon War. 
Sneh wraps his criticisms in a thick 
foil of justification and alleged 
inescapability.

.€rs and many artillery pieces, was a 


real threat to Israelis in the Galilee. 
Hundreds of thousands of Israelis 
were within range of the PLO artil- 
lery. And the PLO-held territory in 
South Lebanon was a launching pad 


[οὐ terrorist activitity against Uorael, - 


shellings and infiitration. 
- “From my ‘daughters’ room in 
Metulla, when 1 served as OC 


Beaufort Castle, from which the 
PLO directed its artillery. So in spite 
of the temporary cease-fire agreed 
between Begin's government and 
the PLO (and brokered by U.S. en- 
voy Philip Habib), 1 thought that the 
existence of such a military infra- 
structure was incompatible with 
safe, normal fife in Norther Israel, 
und that sooner or later it had to be 
destroyed. 

“But as 1 knew the political situa- 
tion in Lebanon pretty well, I com- 
pletely dishelieved in the concept 
that through military intervention 
we could impose the control of the 
Maronite community over 
Lebanon.” 

As OC Southern Lebanon, did he 
voice his opposition τὸ the planned 
invasion? 

“As you know, the military has to 
carry out the directives of the gov- 
ernment. In Israel. only two officers 
are allowed to take part in the politi- 
cal decision-making process -- the 
chief of general staff and the direc- 
tor of military intelligence. All other 
officers are in no way involved in the 
decision-making. But i did get the 
Message to my superiors that the 
Maronites could not control the 
Druse and the Shi'ites of Lebanon in 
the long run." 


neh notes that both before 

and after the 1982 invasion, 

he took pains to establish 
links with the South Lebanese Shi- 
‘ites, including supplying them with 
weapons, 

Why were not these links 
consolidated? 

“The basic mistake was the politi- 
cal concept that was the basis of the 
war. This was founded on the as- 
sumptions that (a), the Maronite 
Phalange could control Lebanon 
and make peace with Israel and (8). 
that there is a military solution to 
the Palestinian problem. The atli- 
tude towards the Shivites stemmed 
from the first — mistaken - 
assumption.” 

Sneh believes that after the assas- 
sination of Lebanese president-elect 
Bashir Jemayel in September 1982, 
and after the outbreak of hostilities 
in the Shouf between Druse and 
Maronites in the autumn, it was ob- 
vious that the “Maronite concep- 
tion” was wrong. 

“Maybe this was the point at 
which to conduct a more balanced, 
even-handed, sophisticated policy 
towards the various sects in 
nanon — Shi'ites, Maronites, Druse 
and Sunnis. But adopting such 4 
icy meant admitting failure —and the 
government of the day was unable 
to do so.” 

Could a peace agreement have 
been struck with the Shi'ites? 

“We have to understand that the 
Lebanese Shi'ites live not only in 
South, near the Israeli border, but 
also in the Beka’a Valley, near the 
Syrian border. This makes it diffi- 
cult for them to make an offi 
peace with Israel. But Lam sure that 
at the time, it was not too late to 
establish a practical understanding 
with the Shi'ites in the South which 
could have been beneficial to the 
security of northern Israel.” 

Sneh supports the present Securt- 
ty Zone concept and its functioning. 

“It is a success story, though there 


- are clashes every day and attempts 


by terrorists to shell the zone and 
infiltrate. But as a concept, it works, 
and works well, due to the improve- 
ment of the SLA and continued IDF 
activity.” a

AS AN immigrant youth from 
Baghdad in the early 1950s, Eli 
Amir was subjected to the squalor 
of the ma'abarat (transit camps) und 


-the cultural pressures of a radical 


left-wing kibbutz. [t took him over 
3 years to get the confusion and 
frustration of this period off his 
chest in an autobiographical novel. 

The Hebrew version of the book, 
called Tarnegol Kapparot, appeared 
several years ago, and was 
enthusiastically received by both 
critics and the reading public alike. 
An English translation, entitled- 
Scapegout, was recently published 
(and reviewed in The Jerusalem Post 
Weekend Magazine of March 11.). 

One might expect a book dealing 
with the pangs of adjustment 
experienced by an Oriental youth 
during the 1950s, when the 
authorities rapidly and relentlessly 
forced all newcomers into a Western 
cultural mould, to be suffused with 
bitterness. But neither the book nor 
its author overwhelmingly reflects 
this sentiment. 

Amir, 51, today serves as the 
director-general of the Jewish 
Agency Youth Aliya Department, 
which strikes one as somewhat 
ironiv, After all, Amir himself, and 
his fictional hery Nuri, were taken 
from the aa'ubarot by Youth Aliya 
and sent to Hashomer Hataza’ir 
kibbutzim to shed their “backward” 
ways and be reshaped into 
progressive, secular pioncers. 

Why did he watt for over 30 years 
tu tell the story of this problematic 
peried from the point of view of a 
neweomer? 

"I needed perspective. [ needed 
to wait until I could present a full 
picture of the reality then,” Amir 
said in an interview. “The conflict of 
cultures between East and West is 
such a sensitive topic, and it’s*easy 
to be superficial by spilling out 
bitterness and frustration.” 

It was his 16 years working in a 
number of positions, including that 
of deputy director-general at the 
Ministry of Absorption, that helped 
broaden his perspective the most. 
By then I was part of the absorbing 
society and I could better 
understand its motivation. We dealt 
in those years.” he recalled, “with 
immigrants from alt over — Russia, 
America, Soviet Georgia, Iran and 
Ethiopia.” 

Despite the prominence of the 
East yersus West theme in the book, 
“The main message is the conflict 
between newcomers and oldtimers: 
It doesn't matter from where. You 
know, most of us are not olim but 
are really ‘immigrants’ — the 


uprooted Jews from Islamic ᾿ 


countries, the refugees from 
Eastern Europe. Conditions in their 
countries of origin pushed them out. 
An oleh has a choice; he decides 
deliberately to come to Israel for 
ideological reasons. That’s the 
difference.” 

Despite his awareness of the 
“terrible mistakes," made in the 
absorption of Oriental Jewry in the 
1950s and 1960s, Amir stressed that 
“no other immigrant society in the 
modern era has registered a 
comparable success or social 
revolution in absorbing nearly two 
million immigrants, in difficult 
economic conditions and while 
fighting five wars.” ᾿ 

In order to achieve greater unity 
in Israeli socicty, he believes that, 
“It is important for Israelis to tell 
each other their autobiographies. 
This is an emotional ah 3 that may 
become an intellectual bridge and 
grow into mutual understanding,” 


AMIR'’S FAMILY came to Israel in 
1950 as part of the massive airlilt 
that brought 120,000 Jews from Iraq 
le was the oldest of seven 
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(From top) Eli Amir (front) in 1953. 


“Over 2,500 years of Jewish 
presence in Iraq came to an end 
overnight," Amir said somewhat 
wistfully. "We helped build the 
country and shape its economy and 
cultural life. The Jews of Baghdad, 
Mosul and Basra had wealth and 
culture. In one year it was gone, and 
we acrived with a few suitcases and 
the clothes on our backs.” 

His family started out in a tent 

at the reception centre at Sha'ar 
Ha’aliya: near Haifa, then were 
moved to ἃ canvas hut in a ma'abara 
in Pardes Hanna. Later they moved 
to a village near Gedera where the 
family spent six years in an asbestos 
shack. 
“Finally, in 1957, we were among 
the first to move into a new 
immigrant housing project in 
Katamon, in Jerusalem, We were 
nine people in 42 square-metres 
with no sunlight. That was really 
luxury!” . sods

in a 10-room, single-family house.

“My father had a store, like many 
other Jews. In our family there were 
lawyers. teachers, poets and 
journalists, musicians. They were 
my role models. We weren't ich, 
but we never Jacked anything. T 
went toa good Jewish school, where 
1 took general studies, Arabic and 
two hours a week of Hebrew. 
“The Jews of Iraq were already 
modernized when we came to Israel. 
We learned English and Western 


culture from the British, and had 
our tea and night-clubs. We were an 
energetic and highly motivated 
community.” 

When they arrived in Israel, 
however, the Iraqi Jews, like many 
other Oriental immigrants, 
encountered prejudice and 
misunderstanding. The dominaht 
group, the Ashkenazim, “thought 
that we had just come duwn from 
the trees. 1 was never personally the 
victim of prejudice. but it was 
certuinly there. We always had to 
prove ourselves, we were always 
defensive. 

“But we knew what we were and 
where we had came from, and knew 
what we could do. [t apgers me to 


this day that we felt we had to prove - 


it ta them," 1 was Incky enough to 
work for people, as a messenger boy 
in the Prime Minister’s Office, who 
wanted to help me get ahead. But 
the social workers told my sisters 
that they should be doing sponge 
(mopping Coors) instead of going to 


(Wov samcal 


school. Many of my generation 
suffered from the lack of faith in 
their abilities that others fell, But 
these others held the keys te 
opportunity. 

“Later [learned that the shtedl of 
Eastern Europe, where most of the 
dominant group came from, was no 
different from the Middle Eastern 
sitet, Where was western culture in 
their sfte? They behaved as if they 
had stereos and classical music 
there. There wus no basis for their 
cyltural arrogance." 

When Amir was 13, he was sent 
by Youth Aliya to Kibbutz Mishmar 
Ha’emek, where he spent three 
crucial years of his life.

They are all part of the mural cover- 
ing the walts and ceiling of the tittle 
church at the Greek Orthudex mon- 
astery of Bethphage. near 
Jerusalem. 

The story of the church - and of 
the artist who is decorating it - be- 
gins in Greece during the dictator- 
ship of the cotonels in the Sixties. 
Kirillos Veniadis, an artist who was 
born on the island of Chius and was 
then a professor of art in Athens, 
would not “toc the fine.” After re- 
fusing to teach obedience to the re- 
ime to his students, he was Uhreat- 
éned and then escaped twice from 
attempts on his life staged as traffic 
accidents. 

Taking the hint, Veniadis left 
Greece and went τὸ Canada. His 
wife coulda't adjust to their new 
home with its unfamiliae culture and 
harsh climate, and soon left him.

ject matter or manner of presenta- 
tion. Using a technique of applying 
several layers of oil paint on pre- 
pared plaster walls -- without prelim- 
inary sketches -- he is bringing to 
Bethpage a unique blend of tradi- 
tional iconography, combined with 
his own fantasy and contemporary 
themes. 

Thus, the great sea monster in 
one murat comes arrayed with a ver- 
itable arsenal of modern weaponry, 
the swords of the angels guarding 
the Garden of Eden seem to be 
tipped with jet planes, and far in the 
background of the pastoral tranquil- 
ity of the Second Coming, one can 
see the outlines of a mushroom cloud. 

The roots of Veniadis's inspira- 
tion come, he says, from the Kabba- 
la, Egyptian astrology and, “the 
great Jewish seer who lived here 
2,000 years ago,” It is not, he readi- 
ly admits, a religious point of view, 
but perhaps the wise men of the 
church can discern in his works ἃ 
deep religiosity which he, himself, 
does not realize. 

Though the viewer is not always 
aware of it, therc are reasons behind 
whal initially appear to be strange 
juxtapositions: In the massive mural 
of the crucifiction which occupies 
. the west wall in the church, for ex- 
ample, there is a face that is not 
unlike that of Jerusalem Mayor Ted- 
dy Kolick, while Bethlchem Mayor 
Elias Freij seems to be standing 
slightly behind him. 

Though he notes that artists in alt 
. Periods have used the faces of their 
contemporaries, Veniadis does not 
admit that the faces are actually 
those of Koltek or Freij, any more 
than he is willing to say that another 

face, in another part of the crucific- 


tion scene, is that of the late Moshe 
Dayan. But he does note that these 
are all people whom he respects, 
just as he does the patriarch. 

Also honoured by their apparent 
inclusion in the murals are a profu- 
sion of singers -- his own wife and 
Mira Zakai, and Greek singers Ma- 
ria Farandouri and Nina Mous- 
kouri, as well as Greek composer 
George Dalaris. 


AS IS iconographically proper, 
these figures come below the stern 
face of the Creator in the uppermost 
dome of the church, with the images 
of angels, evangelists and Hebrew 
prophets below it. On one side of 
the entrance is the scene of the sacri- 
fice of Isaac, while across from the 
patriarchs, Elijah, a favourite figure 
of Veniadis who appears several 
times in the church paintings, rises 
to heaven on a fiery chariot. 

As the murals cover the church 
and the Jong, thin figures of saints 
appear on its columns, they bring 
into stark contrast the = mass-pro- 
duced iconostasis with its mare con- 
ventional modern icons. In the old 
days, the whole iconostasis would be 
painted, Venindis muses, indicating 
perhaps the object of his next 
project. : 

Al the same time, he is also busy 
with his own paintings which cover 
the walls of his flat. One can see in 
them a steady progression toward 
the mystical. Those executed while 
he still lived in Greece are starkly 
abstract, possibly representing his 
inability to speak out in concrete 
terms, while those from his sojurn in 
Canada are lush, pastoral tand- 
scapes, with greal masses of foliage.

tiod are often set against the stark 
landscape of the Judean Desert and 
the Dead Sea, which he can see 
from his balcony. Indeed, the same 
landscape is also present in the 
church, used as the background for 
several of the scenes. Like the mu- 
ταῖς in the church, the artist's paint- 
ings are peopled by a variety of fig- 
wes from this world and other 
worlds, natural, unnatural and su- 
pernatural. Not unexpectedly, many 
of the paintings are concerned 
with the violence which he has seen 
and which he continues to see, but 
they also convey a hope for peace. 

It is not always easy for the Greek 
painter and his Jewish wife to live in 
the heart ofan Arab neighbourhood 
which has seen its share of unrest 
during the past weeks. Their car has 
a large dent caused by a flying gar- 
bage can. The couple has experi- 
enced the rough side of the army 
presence and at curfew in their area.

His statement 
that “raising Lazarus from the dead 
seems to be pointless since in the 
natural course of events he would die 
again shortly" is tn itself quite point- 
less; would Mr. Gabrel suggest that 
we should not perform heart trans- 
plants since the patient will eventual- 
ly die? How much more to the point 
is Maimonides's implied criticism of 
Christianity when he states, “Israel

divine power" (Hilchot Yesodei ha- 
Tara 8:1). 

Sidney Gubrel is not interested in 
Jewish-Christian dialogue but in 
polemic. However, he does not real- 
ize thit one does not engage in 
religious polemic by ‘‘name- 
calling.” He seems to be unaware 
that not only Christians seek support 
in Scripture for their creed; our 
Sages, fe-havdil, frequently resorted 
to such exegesis; though they also 
understood that “Scripture never 
departs from its ordinary meaning.” 
Furthermore, the absurdity of their 
ereed is no argument against it as far 
as Christians are concerned; the ear- 
ly Church Fathers already asserted 
that its very absurdity calls for un- 
bape faith (credo quia absur- 
dian est, attributed to both Tertul- 
lian and St. Augustine). The author 
also betrays in several places his 
ignorance of Judaism; e.g. that the 
Jubilee year is once in seven years. 
He lists a whole page of quotations, 
but seems to forget the one about 
fools rushing in. 


THE THIRD VOLUME involving 
Jewish-Christian relationships 
upproaches the subject from a diffe- 
rent and halachic perspective. J. 
Simcha Cohen is an American 
Orthadox rabbi, and the problems 
he deals with reflect the open society 
in which American Jewry thrives. 
‘Thus the first questions concerns the 
conversion to Judaism of minor chil- 
dren born to a Jewish father and a 
non-Jewish mother. He then goes on 
tu analyse other problems related to 
conversion; for example, the re- 
quirement of a would-be proselyte to 
commit himself to the observence of 
the sitzvet. He asserts, “To join the 
Jewish nation yet refuse to accept 
anitzvat (the kernel of the problem 
Orthodoxy has with Reform conver- 
Sions) is alien to Jewish tradition, 
and one doing so is certainly not to 
be classified as a Jewish convert.” 
Another burning issue confronting 
Orthodoxy today, in Israel as well as 
in America, is the role of women in 
various ritual performances. 

Like his colleagues in the Amer- 
ican rabbinate, Cohen is impaled on 
the horns of « dilemma; how far can 
the Halacha bend in order to 
accommodate new social attitudes 
and realities! At times Cohen is 
Prepared to bend quite 8 bit. He 
recognizes that in addition to ruling 
strictly, on the basis of halachic pre- 
cedent, there is such a thing as “Tora 
policy,” which obliges a concern not 
only for legal issues but also for 
“socio-religious implications." If so, 


lehem! The proposal to extend the

But these are minor quibbles com- 
pared with what the book does give 
us: a wealth of photographs, some 
quite rare, a detailed breakdown of 
traction and passenger rolling-stock, 
a detaited bibliography, and a com- 
prehensive economic history written 
in a wry, humane style, - . 


he argues against his critics, it js 
proper for him to publish his Tespon- 
sa in English so that the public can 
debate sensitive halachic matters 
His boldness in adopting such a 
stance is amply demonstrated in his 
ruling, contrary to the opinion of 
most Tora scholars, that a Jew mar- 
ried to a gentile may be counted toa 
minyan, “A person may also be a 
believer in God while Passionately in 
love with his gentile wife; he is stilla 
Jew.” 

However, when it comes to the 
question of women’s participation in 
ritual observance, we find a start- 
lingly different approach; one which 
Says nyet to almost every feminine 
demand. He restricts women’s right 
to study Tora to those matters in- 
volving women’s mitzvor; only men 
are permitted to study Tora lishma; 
i.e. subjects that are theoretical, He 
heartily agrees with an array of pos- 
kim who declare that women cannot 
constitute a minyan, and thus may 
hot utter those portions of the 
prayers which are recited only witha 
minyan present. (These poskim, it 
should be noted, flourished long 
before the Orthodox feminist move- 
ment.) 

I feel this turn-about is duc toa 
Tora policy adopted by the spiritual 
leaders of American Orthodoxy; 
namely, to attack Conservative 
Judaism as the greatest danger to the 
continuity of Jewish tradition, even 
more so than Reform. Since it is 
Conservative Judaism that has te- 
sponded most favourably to feminist 
demands, they have tu be rejected 
outright. Here, Cohen lets toose 
with a spate of sarcasm against the 
Conservative. “Who knows, if we 
equate women with men, then the 
voluntaristie obligations of gentiles 
may be equated to the mandates of 
the Jew. Why cannot all people be 
united? Just wait, this too will be 
called halachic Judaism. Conserva- 
tive Jewry has shown its true face; it 
is based on the precept of giving the 
people what they want." There isno 
such sarcasm, however, when he 
quotes and supports the ruling of the 
late Rabbi Yehiel Yaakov Weinberg 
that men and women may sing 

.zemirot together because he felt that 
“the spirit of the times necessitated 


τ such a rule.” 


The positive value that one may 
derive from this volume is the press- 
ing need for the masters of the 
Halacha today to be cognisant of 
contemporary thinking and living 
before they render their decisions 85 
to what may and what may not be 
sanctioned by the halachic tradition. 


IT WOULD appear that, at the 
moment, there are plans to privatize 
the Israel Railways in an attempt to 
stimulate the system out of the dol 
drums that successive uncaring 0% 
ermments have left it in.

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THERE MUST BE so many smiling 
Venuses rising coyly from the waves, 
so many cthereal Primaveras pranc- 
ing above the fireplaces of suburbia, 
that it is hard to believe that Bot- 
ticelli’s works -- today among the 
most reproduced of the Old Masters 
— were almost consigned to oblivion. 

Even in his lifetime, Botticelli was 
considered old-fashioned in com- 
parison with Leonardo and Miche- 
lungelo. Furthermore, he died “at an 
awkward time for his reputation.” 
For over three centuries, visitors to 
the Sistine chapet overlooked the 
Botlicelli frescoes and kept their 
eyes on the famous ceiling. It wasn't 
until the early 19th century that he 
bepan to be noticed and admired; his 
style no longer considered archaic, 
nor his damsels ugly. Interest in him 
grew faster than accurate know- 
ledge. In the wake of public opinion 
and the swing of taste, serious scho- 
larship was embarked upon by Her- 
bert Horne and Aby Warburg; their 
authority would consolidate Bot- 
ticelli's position in the canon of art 
for once and for all. 

Why Botticelli? This is Professor 
Kermade’s starting point, in Forms 
of Attention, for his exploration of 
the means by which valuc is attri- 
buted to certain works of art. and 
how then the accepted valuations 
affect ways of attending to them. 

One tends to assume that a work 
of art will “stand the test of time” 
simply by virtue of intrinsic excell- 
ence. But it has first of all to survive 
its own day if it can be in the running 
for immortality, and here ‘many 
other factors exert their influence: 
the permanence of the materials, the 
location, the climate and then the 
socio-historical climate into which it 
is received. All these have a bearing 
on its physical and cultural staying

Statues, Kermode argues, may be 
tecovered by excavation or dragged 
from the sea; and jéwelry may be 
found in tombs or paintings in attics, 
while sacred writings inscribed in 
exceptionally durable materials and 
given an exceptional climate (such as 
the Dead Sea Scrolls) may survive. 
But in all these cases, the moment 
books, writings, paintings, sculp- 
tures are not talked about, the mo- 
ment they cease to live within the 
flow of culture, they will gradually 
be grounded, left behind on the 
‘Shores of oblivion. Recognition, 
conservation, dispute, scholarship - 
all keep the objects of our culture

alive. Some books, Kermode points 
out, live on only as fossils in the 
polemic of their opponents. 

A forgotten work of art is a dead 
one. On the other hand, those which 
have come to conslitute the canon of 
our culture are guaranteed immor- 
tality: Mozart, Shakespeare, the Bi- 
ble, Rembrandt...Botticelli. “The 
process of selecting the canon may 
be very long,” but there are inestim- 
able advantages for those works of 
art that come to comprise it. “To be 
inside the canon is to be protected 
from wear and tear, to be credited 
with indefinitely large numbers of 
possible internal relations and sec- 
rets, to be trented as a helerocosm 
..to be provided with the kinds of 
reading they require if they are to 
keep their immediacy to any mo- 


ment, that is to maintain their mad- 
ernity.” 

Always relevant, always modern, 
snug and safe from the attrition of 
time, accorded the quality of atten- 
tion and the fertility of interpreta- 
tion that will keep it alive, πὸ wonder 
Kermode casts his eyes with undis- 
guised admiration across cultures to 
Judaism, to the ultimate canon of 
culture: the Tora, “Halachic mid- 
rash extends and protects an original 
body of law that would otherwise be 
in danger of seeming obsolete and 
irrelevant by subtle application to 
new conditions. Haggadic midrash 
combines exegesis with new, accom- 
modating narratives. The purpose is 
to demonstrate that Tora is always 
completely significant.” 

In a second essay, Kermode ex- 
amines that most impregnable of 
western creations: Hamiet: how is 
one to say something new, and not 
manifestly absurd about this work? 
“There must be new appraisals, and 
they will be possible only so long as 
new relations, new adjustments of 
centre and margin are perceived." 

In his concluding essay, Kermode 
discusses the ‘‘transgenerational 
conversation" — the important thing 


being not who is right or wrong, but 
that the conversation go on, for this 
keeps culture alive. He envisages 
future generations of critics and 
thinkers probably negating his ideas, 
and is not put out by this: “All 
conversation on such texts varies 
from one generation to the next 
because it meets different needs; the 
need to go on talking is paramount, 
the need to do it rather differently is 
equally urgent." 

Important books can come in un- 
pretentious covers, The cover of 
Kermode's brilliant and lucid Forms 
of Atention may not ensure it the 
close attention it deserves. 


DORIS LESSING'S book is very 
close to the spirit. if not the tone. of 
the previous onc. Here, alse, the 
need to retain an independent frame 
of mind is a theme as are the benefits 
of fighting received opinion. Les- 
sing, tog, is keen to keep the “can- 
versation" going and not let bigetry 
or passions shout it down. She pre- 
fers listening, fram the long-ternt 
frequency, and is interested more in 
i ἊΣ “A process 
continually iv even in coun: 
tries that outlaw few ideas, like the 
Communist ones — making it inevit- 
able that today’s (reason is tomar: 
tow's orthadoxy.” 

One of the quotations which pre- 
faces Lessing's book - ἃ collectian of 
lectures for Canadian radio in 1985 - 
is: “To have doubted one’s own first 
principle is the mark of a civilized 
man,” (ΟΝ. Holmes Jr.); which 
reminds one strongly of Kermode’s 
“It is on the face of it good to 
investigate the nature of one’s own 
presuppositions, and on the face of it 
bad to suppose that one has none." 
But here the similarities end. Ker- 
mode's tone is discursive. academi 
Lessing's is lively, almost pugma- 
cious. She has a way of buttonholing 
her reader, seizing him. as it were, 
by his mental lapels. 

In these five immensely readable 
lectures, Lessing asks why today, 
when the human race knows so much 
about itself, is so little of this know- 
ledge put into practical effect? Why 
do we continue τὸ make the same 
mistakes? Particularly, she points 
out, the disciplines that might he!p 
man make sense of himself -- anthro- 
pology, psychology, sociology, are 
denigrated as “‘soft sciences’ and 
undervalued in our society, whereas 
new technologies are highly rated, 
even though, in the long run, they do 


not help people to develop “that 
point of view that uscd to be de- 
scribed as humanistic...the over-all, 
contemplative point of view," which 
Lessing contends is the only one 
which will promote reason, sanity 
and civilization. She urges u reap- 
praisal of what is considered useful; 
there is long-term usefulness and 
short-term usefulness. 

Addressing such topics as brain- 
washing, group behaviour or the 
power of words, she draws on per- 
sonal experience, recent history and 
polities. One such example is 4 dis- 
cussion of the Tory advertising cam- 
paign that returned Mrs Thate 
power, conducted with su 
advertisers Saatchi and Saatchi, in 
which all the nuances of image- 
building and unconseraus manipula- 
tion were exploited down to the last 
detail. such as Thatcher's entrances 
and exits, even the colour of her 
dresses. 

Lessing Wilks about wars as 
periods of collective insanity. After: 
wards, instead of piously hoping that 
they wart recur, stie stiggests that it 
would be more instructive to learn 
about (he group mentatity that nade 
them possible, the psychology of 
crowds 1} power. Given certaio

Ἰ think it is sentimental 
the subject of war. ΟἹ 
peace, without acknowledging that a 
great many people enjoy war...as it 
approaches, an at first secret, unack- 
nowledged, elation begins, us if an 
almost inaudible drum is beating... 
an awful, illicit, violent excitement is 
abroad. Then the elation becomes 
too strong to be ignored or over- 
lnvked; then everyone is possessed 
by it.” 

Whether or not this is (rue in 
general, Lessing's contention docs 

not seem applicable to Israel, a 
country which, since it was founded, 
has never been given enough time or 
space to fuster that sentimentality or 
nostalgia for war that distance from 
it breeds. 

Some people have not forgiven 
Lessing for changing tack, for now 
being as fervently anti-Communist as 

- she was once pro; but the ability to 
Tetract, reconsider and actually 
change one's mind attests, as this 
work does, to a vital and indepen- 
dent cast of mind. Reading this fiery 
collection of essays, one cannot help 
admiring and being infected byit. 0

PITY AMERICA'S poor aristocra- 
ἐγ. They don’t inherit titles or pri- 
vileges as their peers in Britain do. 
Most don’t have any money and 
were forced long ago to sell off their 
estates, often for reasons of pure 
financial ineptitude.

and live there even today - the

Thus, Birmingham has a problem. 
The title of his book implies, perhaps 
intentionally, that he is going to give 
usa glimpse into the lives of men and 
women so influential and important 
that ordinary mortals haven't heard 
of them, like Meyer Wolfshein who's 
credited in The Great Gatsby with 
fixing the 1919 World Series. What 


we get is a bunch of ordinary folks, - 


any with money but nol an awlul 
ἴοι of it, Temninisen about the glo- 
rious days or talking about the deeds 
of their ancestors like Tasaday 
tribesman, Birmingham, by way of 
an apology for this, tells us that the 
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obscurity 


aristocracy long ago exited graceful- 
ly from positions of power and media 
exposure because American society 
now operates at lower standards 
than it is willing to accept. 

But the evidence suggests that 
most of them are deservedly 
obscure. Among the 12 members of 
the ultra-exclusive Zodiac Club, one 
Arnold Whitridge (ever heard of 
him?) lists his occupation as “‘gentle- 
man,” which in Jess rarefied circles 
would make him a “loafer.” 


BIRMINGHAM PROVIDES the 
usual stories of heroes (officers in 
the American revolution, early 
ancestors who made piles of money 
or held high office before both activi- 
ties became déclassé) and scoun- 
drels. The latter, of course, should 
be the most interesting, but Dyztasty- 
like sagas of 17th-century vintage -- 
don’t have the same gossip value as 
contemporary scandals. 

Did Robert Livingston (progeni- 
tor of the famous New York family) 
indeed murder Nicholas Van Renn- 
selaer (the same of another famous 
New York family) and arrange for 


him to die intestate so that he could 
marry Van Rennselaer's young and 
beautiful wife, Alida, and inherit his 
fortune? Unfortunately People 
magazine didn't commence publica- 
tion till 300 years later, so we have no 
exclusive interviews or background 
from anonymous “friends.” In the 
meantime, we've all lost interest. 

The stories that generale most 
interest are those of the family 
eccentrics, which seem to have a 
timeless quality to them. There was 
John Armstrong Chanier ("Uncle 
Archie’ to his family), who wore 
binoculars in restaurants to keep 
track of the waiters. There was John 
Jay Chapman, who clobbered fellow 
blueblood Percival Lowell on the 
head over an imagined affair Lowell 
was having with Chapman's fiancée, 
than went home and burned his hand 
off aga rite of exorcism, That ended 
Chapman's cureer as a violinist — to 
the relief of all music-lovers, accord- 
ing to Birmingham. 

‘The fact is, however, that most of 
these aristocrats, far from being 
eccentric, were lawyers or similat 
types. and their life stories are accor- 
dingly as interesting. 


BEYOND THE PROBLEMS οὗ 
content, there is one of style, The 


narrative gets off to a coherent start 
with Birmingham telling us about 
the origins of the early New York 
families, but from then on the book 
devolves into a series of discon- 
nected stories. Birmingham has lots 
to say (he has experience writing 
“about the upper crust, having pen- 
ned Our Crowd and The Grandees 
about New York's Jewish aristocra- 
cy) but he doesn’t seem to kgow how 
to say it. Chapter headings for the 
most part give no clue as to what is 
coming. 

There are also too many small 
errors. Typical is the author's re- 
counting of Eleanor Roosevelt's 
childhood. On page 126, the young 
Eleanor has grown into a “sotemn 
adolescent” whose mother gives her 
the “crue! nickname ‘Grinny'"; on 
page 127, Eleanar’s mother dics 
when Eleanor is 11). 

But the chief problem of Amer- 
ica's Secret Aristocracy is best ex- 
pressed by onc of the breed.
